The jury trying Whittle here this 
week on a charge of murder in con- 
nection with the death of Homer Mce- 
Fulton county con- 
viet guard and taxi driver, whose 
body was found in October, 1922fin a 
sawdust pile in the Ben Hill gection, 
late today returned a verdict of guilty 
and recommended lif: imprisonment. 
The jury deliberated about five 
hours. Sentence was immediately 
passed upon Whittle by Judge John 
B. Hutcheson, before whom the case 
was tried. 

The verdict, read by C.'L. Jeanes, 
foreman, was as follows: “We, the 
jury, find the defendant, Ora Whittle, 
guilty, and recommend that he be 
sentenced to life imprisonment in thé 
penitentiary.” 
~ Whittle last July was convicted of 


' murder in connection with the slaying 


in 1922 of James P. Langston, Fay- 
ette county mail carrier, and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. He 
Was serving his term at the state

Washington, April 2.—Conflicting 
statements from the white house and 
war department regarding the pro- 
posed visit of Secretary of War Davis 
to the Philippines and the appoint- 
ment by the president of Carmi A. 
Thompson to make an economic in- 
spection of the Pacific islands have 
given rise to reports ,of a difference 
between Coolidge and: Davis. 

Shortly after the secretary of war 
announced that he would make an in- 
spection trip of the Philippines next 
fall, the white house spokesman said 
that Davis’ duties here would prevent 
such a long trip. 

Thompson, of Cleveland, national 
commander of the Spanish War Vet- 
erans, it was said at the white house, 
would make a complete inspection of 
the economic posibilities of the Philip- 
pines and perhaps Hawaii and Guam. 

It was denied that the trip had po- 
litical significance, but that the pur- 
pose was to obtain more complete 
data on economic, financial and educa- 
tional conditions on the islands.

Stranded at Ferry 
In Tick Quarantine 


St. Marys Transport

VERSIONS OF ROW 
ARE DIFFERENT 


Violence Threatened by 
Waiting Hundreds— 
Race Horses of Candler 
Reported Barred. 


Brunswick, Ga., April 2.—(Special) 
What promised for a time to become a 
nice legal problem for the United 
States supreme court to exercise its 
august wits over, late this afternoon 
solved itself without resort to the 
eourts, when a Florida truck driver 
is reported to have backed his wheez- 
ing machine off a St. Mary’s river 
ferry at Kingsland, near this city, and 
made it possible for several hundred 
indignant stranded tourists to proceed 
on their respective ways after six 
hours of nerve-racking delay. 

The difficulty, which had its in- 
ception in the tempestuous fight Geor- 
gia has waged to rid itself of the 
cattle fever tick, arose when the Flori- 
da truck, containing excelsior, boarded 
the ferry several miles from this city 
preparatory to crossing to the Georgia 
side of the river, 

The placid St. Mary's, as is well 
known, is to Georgia and Florida 
what the Rio Grande is to the United 
States and Mexico. Consequently, 
when J. W. Taylor, cattle tick inspec- 
tor of the Georgia veterinarian’s de- 
partment, halted the ferry on the 
Georgia bank and barred the truck 
and its load, believed to be infested 
with ticks, the ferry was forced to 
return to the Florida side of the river. 

Driver Refuses to Move 

All would have been well and the 
throng of tourists motoring to and 
from Florida would have experienced 
no inconveniences had not the driver 
of the Florida truck been a person of 
strong convictions regarding his per- 
sonal rights and the honor of his home 
state. In high “dudgeon over what he 
towsidered an affront to both, he| 


calmly declined to back off the ferry 
ant efface himself and his objection- 
able cargo amid the highly press- 
agented tropical scenery of his native 
state. re this is a to news 
reports fyom Brunswick, 

Whetaer the operator of ‘the ferry 
was also a liege subject of Florida or 
whether he simply didn’t care which 


¥side won is unknown, but the fact 


remains—the Brunswick reports said 
—that he and the truck driver 
sat on the side of the ferry in high 
good humor for six long and tedious 
hours, darkening the sparkling waters 
of the historic St. Mary’s with a fra- 
ternal mingling of tobacco juice. 

Meanwhile, Florida’s version of the 
row differed greatly from that of 
Georgia, as is shown by news dis- 
patches from Jacksonville. These 
were to the effect that the truck was 
in reality a motor passenger bus and 
that it was held up when officials 
discovered in it “a box, said to be 
12 by 14 inches in size, containing 
radio parts, whic h was found also to 
contain excelsior.” 

The Florida report also said that 
the “bus” was seized along with the 
box containing contraband straw and 
that later it was released by Thomas 
Casey, chairman, and Walter Lang, 
of the Camden county (Georgia) 
board of commissioners. The two 
solved the problem, the dispatches 
said, by returning the box to the Flor- 
ida side and allowing the bus to pro- 
ceed into Georgia. In listing the

For Rentals, Discount of 
Which Legislature Re- 
-cently Voted. 


' Bid of the Citizens and Southern 
company at 4.735 per cent for dis- 
counting Western and Atlantic rail- 
road rentals for a period of eight 
years in order to provide funds for 
payment of overdue Conferedate pen- 
sions, was accepted by Governor Clif- 
ford Walker, Friday afternoon. 

This bid will supply a net sum of 
53,161,700, which is expected to be 
sufficient to meet all past due pen- 
sion payments. The amount needed 
has been estimated at approximately 
$3,200,000, but this figure, it is un- 
derstood, was a maximum estimate 
and it is expected that the actual 
amount needed will be found to be 
less. 

Two bidS were presented for dis- 
counting the warrants. The Citizens 
and Southern company made its orig- 
inal bid 4.99 ptr cent, and a group of 
investment houses, including the Rob- 
inson-Humphrey company, the Trust 
company of Georgia, Lehman Brothers 
of New York, Kountze Brothers and 
W. A. Harefman and company, of 
New York, offered to *buy the war- 
rants at 4738 Gonditionéd upom ap- 
proval of the legality of the transae- 
tion by New York counsel of the 
bankers. 

The. offer of the Citizens and South- 
ern company was unconditional, and 
when it later reduced its bid to the 
same figure as that offered by the 
rival bidders, the governor accepted it. 

The bid is much lower than that 


when W. & A. rentals were discounted 
in 1921, it was pointed out. The rate 
at that time was 5.95, and the gover- 
nor felt a highly satisfactory contract 
was made, 

The W. @& A. rentals gross $540,- 
000 per year, making the gross returns 
for the eight-year period. $4,320,000. 
At a discount rate of 4.735, this leaves 
the immediate net value to the state 
$3,161,700. 

Discounting of the warrants is pro 

vided for in the Culpepper bill, passed 
‘ee the legislature in extra session and 
immediately signed by the governor. 

The work of getting out checks to 
county ordinaries s0 that pensioners 
may receive payments due them with- 
in the next week will begin at once. 


Chapman Caught and Freed 


tt POLICE HELD MUCH-WANTED MAN IN 1922 De, 


Without Being Recognized

New York, April 2.—The notorious 
Gerald Chapman, passing as an oil 
millionaire, and “Dutch’’ Anderson, 
acting as Chapman’s secretary, were 
in the hands of the New York police 
in 1922 when they were being sought 
all over the world for the $1,000,000 
Leonard street mail robbery here and 
other crimes, and were freed without 
being recognized, it was learned here 
today. 

They were picked up by a raiding 
squad of New York detectives in a 
private gambling house. Chapman 
talked—or bribed—his way out of 
custody without being booked, and 
Anderson, booked under one of his 
best known aliases, was freed, to- 
gether with the other patrons taken 


in the raid, by a_ police magistrate | 
who upbraided the arresting officers! 


for invading a social club. 
Easily Recognized. 

Every New York newspaper car- 
ried the story of the raid and Ander- 
son's alias, William LaFarge, over 
which name a half-profile picture of 
Anderson appeared in The Daily News 
the morning following the aTraignment 
and dismissal of the gambling house 
raid victims. From this published 
courtroom snapshot LaFarge might 
easily have been recognized as Ander- 
son of whom strikingly similar pic- 
tures of the fugitive were even then 
in the hands of thousands of police 
departments in this country and 
abroad, and of department of justice 
agents, Pinkerton men and American 
Railway Express company operatives. 

Carlo Pellogia, a sallow little Ital- 
ian who calls te “Count’”’ now, 
down on his Inck in a small New Jer- 
sey town, but who was prosperous 
a few years ago, and for a year ran 


a high class gambling house at 134, 


West 95th street, New York, was

_Gambling House Raided. 


The gambling house raid was on 
February 13, 1922. The search for 
Anderson and Chapman continued un- 
til the following July when they were 
caught in their Grammercy park 
apartments here. 

Chapman, in his:big auto, met An- 
derson emerging from court after the 
gamblers were freed, and drove off 
with his ‘‘secretary.’’ 

Pellogia knew Chapman and his 
dark-eyed girl companion of those 
days as “Mr. and Mrs. Colwell’’ and 
Anderson as “LaF arge.’” He knew 
Mrs. Colwell as “Betty.” believed now 
to be the mysterious “Betty Beeswax”’ 
who figured in the bandit’s later life. 
Colwell posed, according t6 Pellogia, 
as a Texas oil millionaire. 

The gambling house proprietor met 
the trio first when all four were liv- 
ing in an apartment hotel just off 
Riverside drive. Colwell, he said, had 
very fine manners, and spent money 
freely, often $500 or more in a night. 
He presented Betty with many fine 
jewels, once five unset diamonds, each 
of 2 or 3 carats, according to Pellogia. 


Drink Proves Costly. 


His secretary, Pellogia said, gave 
Colwell much trouble because of his 
tendency to drink to excess. : 

“I have lost no less than $100,000 
through his stupidity,’’ Colwell once 
said of LaFarge, according to Pellogia. 

Both men, the owner of the gam- 
bling house declared, had guns the 
night the plage was raided. Neither 
showed nervousness, he said, and*®Col- 
well assured LaFarge there was “noth- 
ing to worry about—we'll both be 
out in the morning.’’ 

But Colwell, that was Chapman. 
did not “get in.” He “‘convinced”’ the 
raiders, according to the Italian, that 
he should not be taken along with

TQALTER TOBACCO

Dealers To Be Asked To 
Express Views on Pro- 
posal, for Compulsory 
Registration. 


Committee action on two bills de- 
signed to strengthen enforcement of 
the state stamp tax on cigars and 
cigarettes Friday afternoon was post- 
poned at a meeting of the house com- 
mittee on ways and means.

would not achieve the object desired. 

The other measure, which provides 
for resigtration with county ordi- 
nariés of wholesale and retail dealers 
in cigars and cigarettes, was deferred 
for consideration until Monday, when 
dealers and others will be invited be-; 
fore the committee to express their 
views on the matter. 

The house of representatives ad- 
journed Friday to meet again Mon- 
day morning. Passage of one or two 
minor bills and a clash as to pro- 
cedure between supporters and oppo- 
nents of the road bond measure fea- 
tured the day’s session. 

Gas Tax Bill Tabled. 

Following action on the minor 
bills, the next on the calendar was 
the bill introduced by Representative 
Harris, of Jefferson, to increase the 
state. gasoline tax to five cents. Rep- 
resentative Harris moved to table the 
measure, which motion was catried. 

The next bill for consideration was 
the constitutional amendment to sub- 


mit the $70,000,000 road bond pro- 
posal to the people. Representative 
Mann, of Glynn, 
gasoline tax bill from the table, but 
before the motion could be put, Rep- 
resentative Harris put the motion to 
adjourn. 

Representative Lindsay, of DeKalb, 
moved the ayes and nays ‘on the ad- 
jonurnment motion, and it carried by 
83 to 77. The Mann motion to take 
the gas tax bill from the table will 
be the first business when the house 
reconvenes Monday. 

The resolution authorizing payment 


passed by the house Friday morning 
after debate of only a few minutes. 
The vote was 150 to 1. 

The senate adjourned Friday 6 
meet again Tuesday morning at 11 
o'clock.

Proposals Are So Sweep- 
ing That Bitter Debate 
Is Inevitable When 
Question Comes Up. 


CHANGE IN SEARCH 
RULING ASKED 


Compulsory Prison Sen- 
tences for Bootleggers 
Dealing in Poisonous 
Liquor Is Also Proposed. 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, April 2.— Without 
waiting for the evidence in the sen- 
ate beer hearings which start next 
Monday, the administration has pre- 
sented to congress the most drastic 
program of prohibition enforcement 
legislation that has been submitted 
since the Volstead act. 

These proposals are so sweeping 
that bitter debate is inevitable when 


they come up for consideration. 


The administration asks for au- 
thority to search private homes; for 
summary authority to confiscate any 


automobile or other conveyance found 


with liquor aboard without waiting 
for a conviction in court; for govern- 
ment supervision of all cereal bever- 
age plants, and for a new scale of 
extra heavy penalties and compulsory 
prison sentences for bootleggers who 
deal in poisonous liquor or redistilled 
denatured alcohol. 

This program was embodied in a 
bill introduced in the senate Friday 
by Goff, West Virginia, republican. 
The bill was drafted by Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. Andrews, 
who forwarded a letter declaring: 
“Our experience in enforcing the na- 
tional prohibition laws convinces us 
that certain changes and additions are 
quite essential to success.” 

Gist of Bill. 
The administration bill calls for: 
1. Governnient supervision of all 


cereal beverage plants. 

2. Fines up to $25,000 and a mini- 
mum of two years in prison for boot- 
leggers found using redistilled de- 
natured alcohol beverage. , 

3. Severe penalties for forging and 
counterfeiting . whisky prescription 
blanks. There is no penalty for this 
offense. 

4. Summary confiscation of ve- 
hicles used in liquor transportation 
without waiting for court conviction. 

5. Search warrants for private 
dwellings where evidence is obtained 
that liquor ig being manufactured for 
commercial purposes. 

6. Special dry enforcement act for 
District of Columbia which now 
operates under Volstead act only and 
without any supplemental legislation 
comparable to state enforcement acts, 

This program has been in prepara- 
tion for some time. It has been made 
public at the height of the criticism, of 
the treasury department for authoriz- 
ing the sale of 3.75 malt extract which 
the drys claim represents a concés- 
sion to the demand for beer.

jury. 

Joyee, who bathed in some sparkling 
beverage for the edification of Car- 
roll’s guests at his notorious “hbath- 
tub party” a few weeks ago, is look- 
ing forward with pleasurable antici- 
pation to testifying against him in a 
perfectly lovely bath of publicity. 

A grand jury indicted the producer 
for perjury because he swore that no 
one entered a bathtub on the occasion 
of the party, which was given in hon- 
or of William R. Edrington, Carroll's 
backer. Miss Hawley declared that 
upon the promise of a good job and 
$1,000, she stripped to the buff and 
took a bath in what she believed at 
the time to be champagne, while those 
guests who had remained for this part 
of the performance, cheered. 

“I didn’t get the job and I didn’t 


get the $1,000,” said Joyce. “However. 
I'm going to get Mr. Carroll. Will I 
tell the jury a thing or two next 
week?

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Fascist Syndicalism 
Spells Doom of Former 
Plan of Government for 
All Time in Italy. 


BY¥ JOHN J. CLAYTON 
(Copyright, 1926. by The Constitution 
The Chicago Tribane.) 

Rome, April 2.—Parliamentary gov- 
ernment, dead in Italy. since the ad- 
vent of Benito Mussolini, will 
buried with honors by a new senate 
reform. The legislative: body of Italy 
will be concreted in a new upper 
house to be composed of representa- 
tives of various Italian syndicates, 
Edmundo Roosoni, fowader of fascist 
syndicalism, will gradually progress 
until the entire body is composed of 
representatives of syndicates, capital 
and labor, will have begun to operate 
by October, he declared. 

he syndicates to be represented 
are: a syndicate of industrialists; a 
syndicate of banks; a syndicate of 
commerce; a syndicate of agriculture, 
representing the concentrated capital 
of the Italian nation, and a syndicate 
of manual and intellectual workers, 
in which all labor unions and unions 
of lawyers, doctors, professors and 
officials and clerks will be concen- 
trated, representing productive labor. 

In October the senate will consist 
of 380 members. Of these, 50 will 
represent four capitalist syndicates 
and 50 the combined labor syndicate. 
The other 200 will include many ap- 
pointed for life terms and others 
whose terms have not yet expired. As 
vacancies occur, they will be filled 
with representatives of capital and 
labor and in equal proportions until 
the nominees of the syndicate com- 
pose the entire senate. 

I asked Signor Roosoni in what 
way fascist syndicalism differed from 
that of Sorel. 

“Sorel’s objective is the emptying 
of the state (the subtraction of all 
powers from the central government). 
Ours is the concentration of all pow-

Gist of Plan. 

With the adoption of this plan, Pre- 
mier Mussolini would be responsible 
as minister of foreign affairs, national 
defense, and the syndicates, as well as 
president of the council of ministers 
and chairman of the grand party 
cowwncil. 

The announcement if made that 
the syndicalist program in Italy is 
made possible through the coopera-- 
tion of capital. It has been a bitter 
fight, but finally Premier Mussolini 
has convinced the leading industrial- 
ists, through the able cooperation of 
Signor Roosoni, that it spells pros 
perity for Italy. 

The adoption of the system means 
net only liquidation of the chamber 
of deputies, but the washing out of 
all national elections in Italy. The 
senators will be chosen through the 
syndicates, with the approval of the 
king. "The senate will be the leading 
body, but always will be subordinated 
to the proposals of the grand fascist

Absolute Control. 


Absolute control by the government 
of natioal resonrces and prodnction 
is an indispensable part of the fascist 
imperial program.

This is 
the diffieulty—well misinformed peo- 
ple harbor a fancy that the food qucs- 
tion is susceptible to a eut and dried 
solution, even though they have 
learned the foolishness of meddling 
with other remedial agencies, such as 
medicines or surgical procedures. No 
doubt it is rather as a consequence 
of this popular misconception of the 
| food question. than as a cause of it 
that there is so much humbug and 
quackery practiced upon the great 
Wisenheimer family by plausible mer- 
chants who call themselves food spe- 
cialists.

In February 
Totals 18,990 


Washington, April 2.—(#/)—An 
idea of the problems facing the immi- 
gration forces on the Canadian and 
Mexican borders is indicated in fig- 
ures issued today by the labor de- 
partment showing 1,249 of the 1,453 
aliens debarred from entry in Feb- 
ruary were turned back at the border 
stations. The remainder were rejected 


at seaports. 
There was a net gain of 18,990 im- 


migrants during that month, 30,675 
coming in while 31,683 departed. Of 
the 20,041 who came to establish per- 
manent residence, nearly half were 
from Europe. 

New York led all others as the 
settling grounds for immigrants for 
the eight months ending with Feb- 
ruary, but her net gain in population 
was shown to be exceedingly smml 
compared with pre-war years. A total 
of 45,468 immigrant aliens during 
that period gave New York as their 
destination, while 21,998 left the state. 

Michigan and Texas both showed 
proportional net gains greater than 
New York. The former received 21,307 
while 2,401 were leaving and Texas 
got’ 10,005 while only 1,016 left. The 
southern states showed their usual 
small gains by immigration, even 
Florida receiving only 2,996 while 969 
went away. '

Chicago Doctor 
Discusses Method 


ToResist Disease 


Albany, N. Y., ,April 2.—(?)—The 
invisible mechanism by which the bu- 
man body produces within itself a 
resistance to disease was outlined 
here today for the first time before 
the American Association of Immu- 
nologists. Dr. Arthur Locke, of St. 
Luke's hospital, Chicago, explained 
these experiments he and his assis- 
tants, Dr. Edwin F. Hirsch and Miss 
Ruth Edna Main, had made. 

Dr. Locke’s experiments were rey 
garded by the medical men and labt 
oratory workers as an important step’ 
toward the sythetic production of 
anti-toxin with which to fight dis- 
ease. 

Dr. Locke’s experiments showed 
that when the germ introduces a poi- 
sonous substance into the body, pro- 
teins, or nitrogen-containing sub- 
stances in the blood serum forms a 
coating around the poison particles. 

This coating, together with the poi- 
son, or antigen, is then broken up by 
the white blood cells, When this hap- 


pens, large clusters of molecules of |’ 


the prospective protein form around 
each molecule of poison. The mole- 
cular weight of diphtheria anti-toxin 
was found to be fifty times that of 
ordigary blood serum. These clusters 
constitute the anti-toxin. It is _ be- 
lieved these large numbers of mole- 
cules surround the poison particles 
with coatings that make them harm- 
less. unfil all the poison is neutra- 
lizede In some way not yet known 
the progress of the germs also seems 
to be checked,
